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Dear Sir: 



In the Reasons for Allowance dated November 10, 2005, the Examiner stated 

The prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render steps or limitations "a spatially dependent polarizing element in the path of 
the pulsed electromagnetic beam that varies the phase of the pulsed 
electromagnetic beam spatially along a first direction and "a multi-element 
detector within the path of the pulsed electromagnetic beam after the spatially 
dependent polarizing element, wherein the multi-element detector detects the 
intensity of the pulsed electromagnetic beam as a function of phase along the first 
direction and as a function of wavelength along the second direction", in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of Claims 1, 9, and 14. 

Applicant notes that the quoted limitations are only from Claim 1 and that Claims 9 and 14 do 

not recite the above quoted limitations. Accordingly, it is inappropriate to read such limitations into 

Claims 9 and 14. Applicant submits that each of Claim 9 and Claim 14 are allowable for their 

respective limitations and not for reasons related to limitations found in any other independent claim. 
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
